accordance with Hawaii Administrative Rules §§ 6-61-21 and
6-61-122. Additionally, we sent a 1etter.to Applicant, dated
October 3, 2007,>which reiterated the commisgssion’s requirements

and specified February 3, 2007, as the deadline for compliance.
